The Value of Regulation 


No one is able 
to estim ate 
the 
price at which flour would be selling 
today if it were not for the regula­ 
tions of the federal food adm inis­ 
tration. 
In some quarters, it has 
been freetfv stated 
that the 
price 
would be $2.5 a barrel if the govern­ 
ment had not prevented speculation, 
hoarding and waste. 
And no one 
has lost anything on account of the 
government regulation. 


The federal adm inistrator for Ind­ 
iana in a recent statem ent says that 
there may yet be need of any inter­ 
pretation of the Lever bill, 
under 
which Herbert Hoover is attem pting 
to regulate the food supply of the 
nation, which at this particular time 
happens to be practically the food 
supply of the entire world. 
IFor the first time since the 
war 
broke out, Mr. IToover was forced 
to withdraw 
completely hog 
fat ; 
from the rations being given tlie mis­ 
erably unfortunate Belgians. 
It was 
a choice between these starving peo­ 
ple and the army and of course the 
army got the fats. 
But the w orst 
feature of the situation is that un­ 
less tjie people of the United States 
are willing to -ave it out of their 
own daily extravagances the Belgian 
will be forever deprived of hog fats, 
and it will soon be too late to begin 
their relief, Dr. B arnard states. 


The stabilizing of 
the price 
of 
wheat, the enforced discontinuance 
of speculation and hoarding, 
has 
.served to stabilize all prices. 
The 
fact that sugar is selling at 10 cents 
per pound where it is available ought 
to be convincing of 
the need 
for 
such regulations as have been put 
into effect. 
In view of the present 
sugar shortage in Indiana, without 
any 
specific power 
ot regulation,

living factor

Fo'od Administrator Iloover declar­ 
ed today. 
“Every hog/’ said Hqover, in a 
personally 
prepared 
and * signed 
;statement, “is of greater value to the 
winning of this war than a 
shell. 
•And every pound of fat is as sure 
of service as every bullet.“ 
Advocating the immediate and en­ 
ormous increase of hog herds by the 
American farmer, and strongly urg­ 
ing that every owner of a yard, eith­ 
er rural or urban become a “keep- 
a-pig patriot,” Hoover said: 
“Fork products have an influence 
in this present world situation wider 
than one would ordinarily attribute 
to them. 
' 
‘W e are slaughtering, consuming 
at home and exporting more pork 
products than 
we are 
producing. 
We have increased our pork con­ 
sumption despite high prices. 
“ The human body must have 
a 
certain amount of fat daily. 
Either 
animal, vegetable or dairy. 
We can 
make an increase in pork fats more 
rapidly than in vegetable or dairy 
fats. 
We must concentrate on an 
increased production of hogs if we 
are to answer the world’s craving 
for fats. 
We can do this, this year. 
“In addition to exports and nor- 


mal domestic consumption, we ha Ye 
this year about one billion bushels 
of feed more than last. 
That is a 
25 per cent increase. 
We have no 
corresponding number of animals to 
feed it to, unless we begin to increase 
them at once. 
“ If farmers are to find markets 
for feed, it must be through an in­ 
crease in animals. 
Let that increase 
be hogs. 
It is to every farmer’s vi­ 
tal advantage to do so. 
“We need a ‘keep-a-pig’ movement 
in this country.

Colonies properly pack­ 
ed consume less honey. 
The

keeper should remember that it will 
be impossible

sugar to 
feed the bees next spring, to carry 
them until the honey flow begins. 
“Indiana bee keepers should pro­ 
duce a million pounds more honey 
next year if they give the bees 
a 
little more attention. 
This would be 
less than an average increase of ten 
pounds per colony. 
“White dover is in fine condition 
in almost all parts of the state and 
the state entomologist's office will 
make every 
effort 
to help the bee 
keepers produce the largest crop of 
honey Indiana has ever produced.” 
“There is a greater shortage 
of 
sugar than any other food and every 
pound of surplus honey will release 
that much sugar.”

and ban- 


quets when 
they realize that their 


denial will save food that is a'brio-' • 
lutely essential both to the feeding 
of our Allies and our armies and to 
the sparing of foods .which will be- 
needed at home within the next .few 
months.

winter.

Colonies properly pack- 
ed consume less honey. 
The bee 


keeper should remember that it .will 
te impossible to secure sugar to 
feed the bees next spring, to carry 
them until the honey flow begins.

next year if they give the bees 
a 


little more attention. This would be 
less than an average increase of ten 
pounds per colony. 


"White clover is in fine condition
